. WI E RE AS hitherto neglecting to prevent the Exportation of bad and 
traſh Tobacco, and the many Frauds in deceiving his Majcſty of his Cuſ- 

toms, has brought that Part of the Trade of this Province into great Decay. 


II. BE it therefore Enafted, by the Governor, Council, and Aſſembly, and by the 
Authority of the ſame, That for the more effectual preventing the Exportation of traſh, 
bad, unſound, and unmerchantable Tobacco, all Tobaccos which, from and after 
the paſſing of this Act, ſhall be exported out of this Province by Sea, ſhall be firſt 
brought to ſome or one of the Public Warehouſes herein after mentioned, and 
ſhall be there viewed and inſpected, in Manner as hercia after is expreſſed. 

III. AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon 
ſhall put on Board or receive into any Ship, Sloop, Boat or Pettiaugua, or other 
Veſſel, in order to be exported therein, any Tobacco not packed in Hogſheads or 
Caſks, apon any Pretence whatſover, nor in any Hogſhead or Caſk, to be in any 
Ship, Sloop, Boat, or other Veſſel, exported out of this Province by Sea, before

HE RE AS an Act for erecting the upper Part of Anſon County into 
a County and Pariſh, by the Name of Rowan County, and St. Luke's 
Pariſh, and for appointing a Place for holding a Court in the ſaid County; an Act, 
intituled, An Act, for erecting the upper Part of Bladen County into a County and 
Pariſh, by the Name of Cumberland County, and St. David's Pariſh; and an Act, 
for dividing Part of Granville, Johnſton, and Bladen Counties, into a County and 
Pariſh, by the Name of Orange County, and the Pariſh of St. Matthew, and for ap- 
pointing Veſtrymen for the ſaid Pariſh, and other Purpoſes therein mentioned, have been 
repealed by an Act, intituled, An Act, for re-eſtabliſhing ſeveral Counties and Towns, 
and for other Purpoſes: And whereas his Majeſty has been graciouſly pleaſed, by 


his Royal Inſtructions, to authorize his Excellency the Governor to give his Aſſent 
to an Act to re-eſtabliſh the Counties aforeſaid : 


II. BE it therefors Enacted, by the Governor, Council, and Aſſembly, and by the 
futhority of the ſame, That the ſeveral Diviſions or Diſtricts of this Province, which 
have heretofore belonged to the reſpective Counties aforeſaid, before the Repeal of 
the before recited Acts of Aſſembly, ſhall, and are hereby declared to be re-eſtab- 
liſhed into Counties, by the reſpective Names by which each County or Diſtrict, at 
the Time of the repealing the aforeſaid Acts was known and denominated ; and each 
of the ſaid Counties ſhall be limited and bounded according to the Bounds and Li- 
mits heretofore known and reputed to be the Bounds and Limits thereof. 


III. AND be it further Enacted, That all Deeds and Conveyances for the con-

Five Diſtricts; that is to ſay, The Wilmington, Newbern, Edenton, Halifas, i 
Saliſbury Diſtricts; in each of which ſhall be a Court for the Tryal of Cauſes, 0 
and Criminal, eſtabliſned, by the Name of the Superior Court of Juſtice pr | 
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piſtrict in which the ſame ſhall be held; which Court ſhall conſiſt of the Chief Juſ- 
tice for the Time being, and one Aſſociate Juſtice in each Diſtrict, (the Diſtrict of 
Saliſbury excepted) whom the Governor or Commander in Chief for the Time be- 
ing ſhall conſtitute and appoint z who ſhall have Cognizance and legal Juriſdiction 
of all Suits and Pleas, real, perſonal, and mixt; and alſo, of all Suits and Matters
